COMMISSIONERS SIGN AWARD; (4) TGC SECRETARY GENERAL

3. ABOVE PROCEDURE IS FOLLOWED BY TRIPARTITE GOLD COM 
MISSION FOR ALL CLAIMANTS HAVING FAVORABLE AWARD. AS 
INDICATED PREVIOUSLY, THE THREE GOVERNMENTS AND THE THREE 
COMMISSIONERS OPERATE ON UNANIMITY PRINCIPLE AND FIRST 
THING NEEDED IN PRESENT SITUATION TO MOVE MATTER FORWARD 
IS PROGRESS ON POLISH-UK BOND SETTLEMENT. 

4. WE CAN OF COURSE APPRECIATE THAT POLES WOULD NOT WISH 
TO SIGN BINDING AGREEMENT WITH US AND UK AND LEAVE THEM- 
SELVES OPEN TO RISK OF NOT GETTING GOLD. FOR THIS REA- 
SON, AND IN VIEW OF PROCEDURES SET FORTH IN PARAGRAPH 2, 

WE HAVE SUGGESTED THAT POLES COULD MAKE THEIR OBLIGATIONS

5. POLES WILL BE ADVISED OF DEPOSITARY BANK ON WHICH 
DELIVERY ORDER IS DRAWN AT TIME THEY ARE FURNISHED COPY 
OF AWARD. THIS INFORMATION IS TO BE KEPT CONFIDENTIAL, 

AS WE WISH TO AVOID POSSIBILITY OF DISRUPTIVE ATTACH- 
MENTS BY PRIVATE CLAIMANTS. KISSINGER
